(Blue Meanies)BMS: This is weird, can you hear this little break in the set here? 
Every night they stop the set...the Suicide Machines.. and there's always this 
little banter about "If your gonna change the scene you gotta start with your- 
self, then you can change everything else around you." But the other night some 








crusty punk rock guy in Colorado stands up during the show and pisses on the 
bass player of the Suicide Machines. So, the bassist swings at him and then 
throws down his bass and starts chasing him all over the venue. 


(SKRATCH) Bill: how do you let someone piss on you? What was this guy 
Quick Draw McGraw or something! 


BMS: He wasn't watching and the stage was about 2 feet tall, 90 the 
guy just stood on the side of the stage took out his cock and started 
pissing on him...it was weird , this all happened during the big Radio 
song ''No Face" and | think it was because of that (because he didn't 
like the radio shit). 


Bill: So any other tours lately? 


BMS: Yeah, we toured with Goldfinger and that was real weird, since 
this tour's been cops and fighting and stuff. But, Goldfinger was totally 
different. There was 1000's of people and 14 year old screaming girls. 


Bill: What did they do for you guys-stand there with their jaws on the 
floor? 


BMS: Actually, we got a really good response from everybody. We 
almost didn't take the tour. We all sat down and talked about how it 
might be a waste of our time, but it was great. Goldfinger was cool. 
They let us ride in their tour bus. And the guitarist would play Ace of 
Spades" with us. He's really into metal......We've got a new record coming 
out. 


Bill: Yeah, in April right? 


BMS: Actually, it's going to come out in May. It's a cool record and 
much louder, much faster than Kiss Your Ass good-bye. 


Bill: Is it more ska or more of that whacked out stuff? 


BMS: It's completely whacked compared to the last album. Their are a ee 


couple of songs that are straight-ahead though. There's a lot of impro- 
vising going on and some other stuff-most people won't understand. 


Bill: Like the noise bridges on gongs like "Pave the world?" 


BMS: Yeah. One of the songs is called "Deep in the Hops" and the whole 
thing is just noise. It does have some sort of cohesiveness. But, for the 
most part, it's just bizarre. 


Bill: Is the stuff from the 10" and the "Your in Trouble's 7"? 


BMS: " Send help" and "the Peacemaker” from YOUR IN TROUBLE will be on it 
and "Smother Me" from the 10". 


Bill: So, your going to leave off the new version of "Fave the World?" 


BMS: Yeah , this new version is not going to be on this. Although, I'd like to 
record it with an orchestra someday- a big huge band. we'll get the Chicago 
Symphony. So, | guess were not recording it again. 


Bill: Any cool Highway 15 stories? 


BMS: In Vegas | won $80 bucks on the roulette tablel, | was a good gambler. | 
was just kickin’ back watching the wheel go by and | got what they call a hunch. | 
walked up, threw my money down, and bam, | picked it up and walked away. | took 
off. We algo saw New York, New York- Manhattan right in Vegas.

SHE BOP: THE DEFINITIVE HISTORY OF WOMEN IN 
ROCK, POP + SOUL 

LUCY O'BRIEN

British author Lucy O'Brien played in a punk band in her high 
school days and went on to become a successful music jour- 
nalist, as well as a biographer of Dusty Springfield and Annie 
Lennox. She has also worked in the production end of radio 
and television, so brings multifaceted experience in the 
entertainment industry to her subject. Rather than organiz- 
ing She Bop chronologically, O'Brien divides her subjects 
into themes and types of music for her chapters. Her first 
chapter covers blues, jazz and big band (a long time span) 
as well as a lot of performers, but in it she displays one of 
her chief strengths as a writer -- the ability to take a lot of 
information and mold it into interesting, digestible chunks. | 
thought | knew quite a bit about women in music, but | had 
probably only heard of half of the women she writes about 
here, including Memphis Minnie, who recorded over 200 
sides in 30 years and was a major influence on the music of 
Muddy Waters, Big Mama Thornton and Chuck Berry. And | 
certainly hadn't heard of Leona Henderson's dance band, 
The Twelve Vampires. 


Another strength of She Bop lies in its organization. By pre- 
senting the music and the performers on thematic lines, O'Brien is able to group 
together artists as diverse as X-Ray Spex, PJ Harvey, Laurie Anderson and Courtney 
Love -- all performers united in their urge to go against the grain and to subvert the 
traditional feminine stance in music. Her chapter entitled "Madonna, Manipulation and 
MTV" includes an analysis of how important image is for women in the music busi- 
ness and links it to Karen Carpenter's death from anorexia. Again, by putting unlikely 
musicians together, O'Brien gives us some new insights instead of simply rehashing 
what has been said before. 


Each chapter is so interesting that it's difficult to single out the best. The chapters on 
world music and rap and reggae are very appealing, because not nearly as much has 
been written about women who play these kinds of music. And here in America, we 
are a little farther out of the world beat loop than are listeners in Europe, where some 
of these performers are forced to live because of the clash between their and their 
home countries’ politics. 


! can't honestly say that I've read any book about music that so thoroughly covers 
such a big subject. Some readers might be put off by O'Brien's seriousness about her 
subject. This isn't a book with lots of amusing, gossipy anecdotes like Please Kill Me. 
It's much closer to Jon Savage's book about the Sex Pistols and punk rock in the 
U.K., England's Dreaming. A discography would have been a great addition, but given 
the scope of the book, would have doubled its length. So ... if you care about music, 
buy this book; you'll definitely expand your mind and musical horizons. And if you are 
ever engaged in an argument about women’s contributions to popular music, you'll be 
able to shut the fiercest woman basher down. And that's a real kick!
